LANSING (AP)-The House 


killed its income tax bill Thurs- 
lay night but planned to bring 
t to life again today. 


After a day-long floor fight 


inded in a 48-57 defeat for the 
neasure, 
Democratic 
leader 


William Ryan said he had been 
old that Gov. George Romney 
orderd the House bill killed in 
order to shift the tax fight back 
to the Senate. 


Under House rules, members 


can reconsider today the vote 
by which the tax bill was killed. 


If that happens, as appeared 


likely, the measure .would go 
back on the House calendar — 
ready for more bipartisan ne^ 
gotiatipns or another vote. 
DEMOCRATS C<K)PE«ATE 


House Speaker • Robert Wal- 


dron, R-Grosse Pointe, said Re- 
publicans would move to recon- 
sider the measure. Ryan said 
Democrats would not oppose the 
parliamentary move. 
. Only two of the 54 Democrat- 
ic House members voted for the 
bill which would levy state in- 
come taxes of 2V, per cent on 
individuals, % per cent on cor- 
porations and 7 per cent on fi- 
nancial institutions. Eight Re- 
publicans opposed the measure. 


By itself, the income tax bill 


would raise an estimated 1579 
million annually. But It was 
part of a seven-bill tax package 
reducing or repealing other tax- 
es and designed to net the state 
$294 million a year. 


After the wearying session 


Ryan said a senator had told 
him 
The word has gone out 


that the House was to kill this 
bill today because the Senate 
was to take some action in the 
very near future." 


He quoted the unidentified in- 


formant as saying Romney had 
given that order to Republican 
legislative leaders at a recent 
breakfast meeting. 


Ryan charged 
Republicans 


had pushed for a vote on the 
tax bill while knowing it was 
bound to fail. He said that "lend 
credence" to the report. 
LONG DEBATE 


During the long debate, Re- 


publicans said they had made 
significant changes in their orig- 
inal tax proposals, hoping to at- 
tract promised Democratic sup- 
port. 


Democrats said the changes 


improved the package, but not 
enough. 


Rep. J. Cob Traxler, D-Bay 


City, charged the compromise 
plan still was heavily weighted 
m favor of business. He said 
corporations w o u 1 d shoulder 
only $19 million of the new tax 
burden, with individual taxpay- 
ers picking up the rest. 


"This is not equity, it's rob- 


bery," Traxler 
said. "You're 


not reforming the tax structure 
of Michigan, you're giving it 
away to business." 


Republicans 
disputed Trax- 


Icr's figures and warned that 
putting too heavy a tax load on 
business would stifle the state's

Change Rule

VATICAN CITY (AP) — The 


I Roman Catholic Church does 
not intend letting jfs priests 
marry, the Vatican press officer 
said today. 


Msgr. Fausto Vallainc told a 


news conference: "I can say 
with firmness that Ihe position 
of the Church on celibacy re- 
mains unchanged. 


"If there should be a pontifi- 


cal document on the subject it 
will emphasize the rule of celi- 
bacy," he said. 


This lent support to rumors 


that Pope Paul VI, troubled by 
recent cases of priests leaving 
the church to marry, is plan- 
ning a major statement oa Uw 
issue. 
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VISIBILITY POOR 


Wooing The Farmer 


The Administration, which lost considerable political favor 


among farmers in last year's fight against inflated consumer 
prices, now has decided to do something for them before the 
1968 elections. 


Moves to shore up sagging farm income are designed to 


eliminate or minimize discontent as manifested by a milk 
strike and a decision by some cattlemen to cut production in 
an effort to raise livestock prices. 


Agriculture Secretary Freeman denies the government 


actions will result in higher retail prices, but in recent weeks - 
he has shown where his sympathies are by proposing to hold 
spring milk prices at the higher level which prevailed during 
the winter. This means that fluid milk prices now paid by 
processors will stay put instead of dropping an average of 20 
cents a hundredweight. 


Perhaps Freeman's most significant action, however, ia 


the decision not to change this year's feed program. The 
effect of this decision is certain to lead the higher prices for 
feed grains such as com, sorghum, barley and oats. Under 
the program, farmers are paid for not planting. 


If production were allowed to go unrestricted, prices would 


the administration in the farm states next year. So any 
action that puts additional dollars in farmers' pockets also ia 
likely to help at the polls. 


In trying to make the farm belt politically safe, however, 


Mr. Freeman may have missed the important point that 
consumers also are voters, as housewives demonstrated in 
the 1946 elections. 


U.S. Shipping Plight 


The Department of Transportation, the latest adjunct to 


President Johnson's cabinet, does not include the Maritime 
Administration. 


Another attempt, however, is to be made by the White 


House to put the maritime agency under control of the 
department along with air, rail and highway transport. 
When the new department was established last fall, 
Congress rejected a provision which would have transferred 
maritime affairs from the Commerce Department's juris- 
diction. 
' 
The President reluctantly signed the transportation act 


•ninus the Maritime Administration, but he expressed' the 
Hope that as the new department gained experience, 
Congress would "reexamine its decision." 


The White House now apparently believes that by 1972, the 


Transporation Department will have had sufficient exper- 
ience to warrant taking over the maritime agency. To this 
ind, Transnortation Secretary Alan S. Boyd has been in Bal 
Harbour, Fla., trying to sell to maritime leaders in session 
there a five-year program that would enable the Maritime 
Administration's switch. 
Perhaps more important than the change in jurisdiction 


ire other proposals in the $2.5 billion program which could 
help the United States regain its position as a major 
maritime nation. 
These include overhauling 100 mothballed ships in the 


Reserve Fleet, reconditioning about 150 Victory ships being 
operated to Vietnam by Military Sea Transportation Service, 
construction of 15 new ships annually in United States 
shipyards and for the first time, subsidies for U.S.-flag ships 
viuilt in lower-cost foreign yards. 


Shipping Operators reportedly are friendly to the new 


program. The big task is to overcome opposition from unions 
•vhose lobbying against last fall's maritime legislation was 
'nrsely responsible for its failure. 


Since World War II, the American merchant marine has 


'orfeited its leadership, with Soviet Russia fast coming up in 
front. Escalation of the Vietnam War has escalated this 
sorry state. 
American merchant marine policy has been bankrupt for 


so long, that a change in management is clearly indicated. 
Even the young and untried Transportation Department can 
do no worse than the Commerce Department. 


Crumbling Rock 


Take a 21-acre island in the middle of San Francisco Bay, 


and the possibilities for promoting it into some kind of 
profitmaking venture seem 
endless. Yet the federal 


government has one, and it is finding the island difficult to 
dispose of at any price. 


Alcatrax today is a crumbling relic. The island, which was 


considered the nation's safest prison and held such notable 
tenants as Al Capone, Machine Gun Kelly and Baby Face 
Nelson, today is an empty shell, abandoned four years ago as 
no longer escape-proof. 


Three persons, caretakers 
for the General Services 


Administration, inhabit the island which once housed 250 
inmates and 350 prison employes and their families. The 
government wants to sell the white elephant, but so far has 
no firm offers. 


Suggestions have been made to convert the island into a 


monument to the United Nations, which was launched in San 
Francisco. But UN officials are cool to the idea because of 
the past history of the island. Other suggestions have been 
made to keep the prison as a tourist attraction or to convert 
the island into a recreation paradise. 


Washington isn't interested in doing anything with it, 


except to sell it lock, stock and cell bars to someone else. The 
buyer can even keep the bullet-pocked doors and light 
fixtures, the six solitary cells, the quarters converted for use 
by Robert Stroiid, the "Birdman of Alcatraz," and Al 
Capone's cell. 


Whatever happens to the island eventually, the history of 


Alcatraz will remain. Not only were the nation's most 
desperate criminals housed there, but the prison's 26-year 
history included five riots and two work strikes—not to 
mention 42 attempts to escape. 


Five of the escapees were never found, leading to 


speculation about whether the legend of the impregnable 
fortress might have been broken. Prison officials prefer to 
think the five never made it through the treacherous waters 
of the bay. 


All of that is in the past. The GSA now is the prisoner of 


the island and it would like nothing better than to find an 
escape. As in the past, it isn't easy. 


Non-Cuban Cuha 


It's a bit startling, that report which says that part of the 


Cuban exhibit at Canada's Expo 67 will be fake in that it 
will not be Cuban at all. 


A recent defector from Cuba, reports that some of the 


products at the Cuban exhibit will be stuff "the Cubans have 
never heard of." For instance, he says he met "an official 
who went to England to buy record-playing equipment to 
display as Cuban export products." 


It's impossible not to believe such tale-bearing. It's no 


secret the Cubans are on the verge of abject poverty, that 
only brainwashed youth and an unusually large standing 
nrmy keeps it from blowing up in Fidel Castro's beard. 


So how can anyone disbelieve a story that shows how 


desperate the dictatorship is to show the world that all's 
well with the world down Cuba way? 


Anyhow, those who see the Cuban exhibit at Expo should 


not be fooled by displays of gold nuggets, diamonds, 
dishwashers, color TV sets and mink-trimmed cashmert 
sweaters. They may be lovely but they won't be from Cuba.

WASHINGTON 
— If 
any 


doubts r e m a i n e d about the 
course of the war in Vietnam, 
they were dispelled by Ho Chi 
Minh's abrupt rejection of Pres- 
ident 
Johnson's 
proposal 
for 


direct negotiations to settle the 
conflict. The bleak outlook is for 
unrelenting warfare until the 
will of the Red forces to fight 
has been broken, or somebody 
else's has. 


Unfortunately, lack of unity in 


the United States on prosecution 
of the war is a major factor, in 
Ho's 
continuing adamant re- 


fusal to negotiate on any real- 
istic or fair basis. 


Ho's stand is interpreted in 


Washington as based at least 
partly on the fact that presi- 
dential 
elections 
occur 
next 


year; that Vietnam will be a 
campaign issue; that Johnson's 
policies may be overturned and 
a new president elected who 
will be pledged to de-escalation 
of the conflict. 


Whether Ho's assessment is 


accurate or not is immaterial. 
The fact is that he thinks it is 
and is basing his strategy on 
that kind of hoping. Ho obvious- 
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ly is willing to continue for two 
more years on the chance that 
the impatience and discontent 
of U.S. voters will play into his 
hands. 


The open "defection" of Sen. 


Robert F. Kennedy, D-N.Y., on 
official Vietnam policy and the 
drumfire of criticism from Sen. 
William Fulbright, D-Ark., and 
other leaders; the vocal minori- 
ties on American college cam- 
puses; 
the 
inequity of 
the 


military draft — all contribute 
to 
a feeling of unrest 
and 


depression about the war. 


If there were some way to do 


it, a 
national referendum on 


future conduct of the war would 
do much to set America, and 
Ho, straight.

Dear Mr.H.: There are few 


wore distressing problems to 
parents and teachers than the 
one you describe. The personal 
heartache of watching a physi- 
cally healthy child, who lives in 
a world of fears and anger, is 
sometimes overwhelming. 


Many 
emotionally disturbed 


children 
like 
your 
son 
are 


unable to live and play in the 
world of other children because 
they cannot 
communicate with 


them, cannot love or be loved 
and are caged by their own des- 
pair. 


The.se are sick children, con- 


fused, restless, aggressive, and 
sometimes undisciplined. Learn- 
ing conies hard when there is 
to much inner turbulence. 


You have taken the first giant 


step toward your son's recovery 
when you admitted to yourself 
that he 
needs 
special 
help. 


Some parents resent the fact 
that the. school authorities label 
their child as being emotionally 
disturbed, refuse to admit it 
and delay giving him the help 
that he needs. 


Emotional disturbance is usu- 


ally of long standing. It did not 
occur "last week" as 
some 


families i n s i s t , after some 
stressful situation in the home. 


Your son's recovery depends 


on the coordinated attack on his 
illness and the family tensions 


which are so often responsible 
for it. Psychological guidanc* 
and treatment must be a family 
affair 
under the guidance of 


psychiatrists and psychologists.

1. Three notrump. Since we 


have an opening bid facing an 
opening bid, there is no question 
that a game contract must be 
reached. The Only problem is 
where the best game contract 
lies. Having indicated we can 
play 
spades, 
we

with the choice of passing if his 
hand permits notrump play, or 
playing the hand in a suit if it 
Is unsatisfactory for nolrump. 


A two notrump rebid over two 


spades would not do justice to 
the hand. North would not he 
obligated to bid again. The risk

should not be run. 


2. Four spades. The value of 


a hand rises or falls as the 
bidding 
progresses. Thus, 
if 


partner had opened the bidding 
with a heart, our hand would 
have immediately dropped in 
value because it is generally 
better to have length in part- 
ner's potentially bet trump suit 


than shortage. 


In the same vein, when North 


shows a spade fit by raising 
directly, our ragged spade suit 
assumes greatly added value. It 
is no exaggeration to say that 
the hand as a whole, with only 
11 high-card points, grows in 
value to the equivalent of 15 
points because of the fit in 
spades and clubs. 


Game can therefore be un- 


dertaken at once. There is not 
much

to

diamonds. To volunteer 
such 


information would aid the op- 
ponents far more than partner. 


3. Three spades. Whether ten 


tricks can be made depends on 
the strength of partner's two 
spade bid, and we are not ia 
very good position to judge this 
at the moment. The three spade 
bid asks North to go on with 
values beyond those 
already 


indicated. With minimum val- 
ues, he is expected to pass. 


4. Pass. Game is unlikely. 


The two spade bid in thii 
s equence 
generally 
indicates 


about 14 or 15 points, port of 
which may be distributional in 
value. 


Even with hands where North 


has 16 points, game is doubtful, 
since our hand is worth only 
about 9 points. If we were to 
bid three spades, which is the 
most we could possibly do, the 
contract would be in danger 
whenever partner passed, and 
would likewise be in danger if 
partner carried on to four.
